A Pistol Shot in the Morning Early Set- 
3 tles All Accounts. 


Mr. Louis.C. Koos, well-known throughout 
the city as the contracting agent for the Wa- 
bash and Erie Fast Freight Line, committed 
suicide at 7 o’clock this morning at his rooms, 
1113 North Twentieth street. 

A Post-DISPATCH . reporter proceeded 
to Mr. Koos’ residence, which was found 
to be a small two-story brick standing in the 


row beween Biddle and Carr streets, and in- 
quired of the lady who opened the door wheth- 
era gentleman had committed suicide there

tell you all about it.”’ 

Up stairs was found Mr. Quinn, with whom 

Mr. Koos boarded, and him he interrogated 
as to the tragedy. 
“It happened just at 7 o’clock,” said he, 
‘You see my wife and I occupy this room and 
he sleepsin yonder,” pointing to a door at the 
back. “He is avery early waker and conse- 
quently he always wakes me in the morning 
and then goes back to bed. This morning at 
four minutes to seven, I remember 
looking at the clock, he opened the door 
and looked in. My wife and I were both dress- 
ing; so he closed it again, and we heard him 
step over toward the bed. Then there was a 
noise like the snapping of a cap and I walked 
hastily to the door and looked in, ‘What 
noise was that, Louis? I asked, as I saw him 
lying carelessly on the bed. He made 
no answer, and 80 I stepped 
back and said to my wife, 
That noise was not in his room, it was down 
in the yard.’ ‘No,’ said she, ‘it was in his 
room; something has happened, go in and 
see!’ More to satisfy her than anything else 
I went into Louis’ room, and there, sure 
enough, he was dead, with his brains spat- 
tered over the pillow,’? | 

‘‘Had he given you any warning?” 

“None. Asa matter of fact, he has been 
suffering With nervous prostration and in- 
somnia lately, and he has given up all hope of 
being well. Dr. Bauduy has been treating 
him, but he has lately been very melancholy 
and despondent.”? 

“There bas been no other trouble?” 

‘‘None, I am quite sure. I have known 
him intimately for fifteen years, and it was 
nothing but the fear of going crazy, or rather 
the actual factthat he had gone crazy, that 
made him dothis. He was outof his mind. 
Dr. Bauduy said not long ago that the prin- 
cipal danger before him was suicide, aod he 
advised his confinement in an asylum.” 

Saying this, Mr. Quinn led the way into the 
inner room, where prone upon the bed lay the 
body of the dead man. His face was one well 
known about town. He had a peculiarly high 
and polished forehead and his face, all but 


the heavy, dark mustache and beard cut ala 


Henri Quatre, Was newly shaved. The very 
highest point of the right temple was broken 
by the pistol bullet wherewith 
he had written the word ‘“finis” 
across his life, and upon the 
leit side of his head was amass of blood and 
brains which had covered and clotted upon the 
bed clothing. The extraordinary pallor of the 
face contrasted with the ghastly back-ground 
upon Which it lay. The arms lay peacefully 
by the sides, and the whole body was as com- 
posed as though for sleep. The pistol with 
which the deed had been done 
was lying uponthe table at his bed head, 
where Mr. Quinn had putit, just in front of 
and jeaning upon a small stack of prayer 
books. It Wwasalarge bore daabhelbarreled 
derringer, and it was strikingly out of accord 
with the crucifix and the pious pictures near 


t. 

“Was he a Catholic?” 

‘He was and a Weekly . com- 
municant. He approached the holy 
sucrament only yesterday morning. Of course 
poor Louis was crazy or he would never have 
done anything like this. I never knew a 
more pious man.” 

“tow old was he?’? 

**Thirty-five.’’ 

**Any family ?’’ 

“None. He has relatives living in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, and he told me not long since that 
if anything happened to him, he wanted his 
body and his effects sent to his 
uncle who lives there. Louis was the best 
hearted man I ever knew,” continued Mr. 
Quinn, almost breaking down. ‘I suppose 
1 ought to have got him out to the asylum, 
but he was so opposed to it and begged me 
so notto doitthati couldn’t. He seemed to 
joose his grip somehow lately.” 

**He was working right up to the time of 
his death, was he not?” 

“Oh yes, he has been working on _ the 
tariffs for Mr. Knight, the general freight 
agent of the Wabash, right abeng. Every 
body has nothing but good to say of him, 
poor fellow.” 

The Coroner was notified and an inquest 


held at 11 o’clock, which resulted, of course, 


in a verdictof suicide. His body willbe sent 


to Ohio to his uncle.

From the New York Sun. 


A new fashion, destined yet to become pop- 
ular, is being quietly introduced into the fu- 
nerals in New York. For years the press and 
bulpit have shown the folly of expending 
largé sums Sf Money on caskets, flowers and 
carriage processions. While a considerable 
outlay may not affect well-to-do poole, the 
poor, always desirous of following “the style** 
as far as possible, imitate the pomp and ex- 
travugance to a degree that is positively in- 
jurious. 

In many American cities the Catholic clergy 
have attempted to check the increasing dis- 

Osition to make ashow by limiting the num- 
ber of carriages to two, four, or six, according 
to the circumstances of the family; and Fu- 
neral Reform Associations have been a feature 


of social life in London and several] et | 


large cities of England for years. 

The fashion of putting after advértised in- 
Vitations to funerals the words,"‘It is request- 
ed that no flowers ho sént,’’ was. a step in the 
way of funcra, reform; andthe more recent 
adopted avhouncement, “Interment at the 
convenience of the family,’”? was another im- 
portant one. These innovations have reduced 
considerably the cost of funerals, the last be- 
ing particularly appreciated by rich and poor 
alike, as constituting an effectual barner 
against the professional mourners, who attend 
all possible funerals for the sole purpose of 
having a ride to the cemetery and back. 

While it has been frequently remarked of 
our business men that they drive through ev- 
erything as if they had not a single moment to 
spare, even to die, it sometimes becomes evi- 
dent that they have not the time to attend the 
funeral of a partner, afriend, or an esteemed 
public servant. To the men who belong to se- 
cret benevolent societies and trade organiza- 
tions afuneral of an associate in the morning 
or afternoon involves the loss at least of a half 
day’s work; and because there are thousands 
who cannot afford this pecuniary sacrifice, the 
remains of men who in life counted their 
friends by the hundreds are not infrequently 
followed to the gruve by a dozen or less com- 
races. 

The latest innovation gives all the friends 
of a deceased person an opportunity for par- 
ticipating in appropriate ceremonies. It also 
does away With the necessity, whether real or 
assumed, for hiring along string of coaches 
to accompany the body to the grave. 

The new fashion provides simply for hold- 
ing funeral services in the evening. Business 
men, society men, employers, and employes 
canthen attend without losing a moment of 
oftice or factory time. In the morning the 
remains, accompanied by the immediate fam- 
ily, may be takentothe place of interment 
and jaid at rest.

KIRKWOOD is another man of small'calibre, 
nearly seventy years of age and 
hardly fit for the great work and 
complexities of the Interior Department, in- 
cluding, as it does, the control of the Indian 
Bureau, the Land Office and the Patent Of- 
tice. 

JAMES is a fit appointment. He is an 
excellent Postmaster of New York City, and 
will no doubt make an excellent Postmaster- 
Gencral.

WAYNE MCVEIGH is a good lawyer, and 
will probably make a respectable Attorney- 
General, though he never held office before, 
and is rather disliked by the “*machine.’”? 

LINCOLN is appointed on account of his 
name, and, atthe same time, to please JOHN 
LOGAN, the GRANT crowd and to gratify a 
sentiment about the martyr President.

UXORIOUS HUNT. 


The Marital Experiences of a Garfield 
Cabinet Minister. 


Washington Special to N. Y. World. 


The emphasis with which the name of Judge. 


Hunt, of the Court of Claims has been urged 
by the Tribune and other accredited organs 
of the new Administration for a seat in the 
Cabinet, has provoked inquiry into the ante- 
cedents of Judge Hunt, about whom little or 
nothing seems to be generally known. The 
first fruits of this inquiry are given in the fol- 
lowing account of a divorce suit which oc- 
curred in New York in the fall Of 1876. In 
that suit it appeared that Mr. William H. 
Hunt, son of Mr. Benjamin F. Hunt, of South 
Carolina, and himself a prominent and 
wealthy lawyer of New Orleans, was married 
in January, 1866, to Mrs. Sarah B. Harrison, a 
beautiful widow and a daughter of the 
late Jacob Barker, the well-known 
New Orleans banker. Mr. Hunt at the time 
was a Widower with seven children. In the 
proceedings he stated that on the day after the 


marrisge his new wife expressed regret at the | figure of the defeated Demoeratic champion. 


step she had taken and toid him she had been 
foolish to give up her independence, and that 
a fewdays afterwards she gave utterance to 
disappointment at the establishment to which 
she had come, and to her annoyance at being 
burdened anew with the cars of househol 


and family,yet she had long known intimately } 


his home, he averred, and was familiar with 
his habits. Matters continued to grow worse 
until in February, 1869, she made a written 
request to him that she might go to Europe, 
saying: ‘‘My health and happiness require 
an immediate change of scene.”” He gave her 
$1,000 and a letter of credit authorizing her 
to draw $200 monthly. She left for Philadel- 
phia, but a month after wrote imploring him 
to allow her to return. She lived in New 
during the summer and in November went to 
Europe. 

In January, 1870, he wrote to her announc- 
ing his purpose to get a divorce. She replied, 
begging to be allowed to return, afid took 
the first steamer homeward. She came as 
far as New York and afterwards resided 
there. In Marcha special law as to divorce 
was passed by the Louisiana Legislature, of 
which it was charged in the suit that Mr. 
Hunt procured the passage, supposing it pro- 
vided for his case, and on the 7th of April he 
petitioned for divorce. This law, it was 
claimed on the side of Mrs. Hunt, was re- 
pealed the same month in the general revis- 
ion of the code, and, at any rate, did not au- 
thorize a divorce for misconduct antecedent 
to its passage, while if it assumed to do so it 
was a retroactive law and void under the con- 
stitution of Louisiana and the Federal Con- 
stitution as impairing the ob:ization of con- 
tracts. OnJune 16, 1870, Mr. Hunt, howev- 
ever, obtained a decree dissolving the mar- 
riage, the Court being Satisfied . * * 
that the conduct of the defendant had been 
such as would, if they continued man and 
wife, permanently destroy his happiness, and 
that the treatment he had received at her 
hands, as was established by the testimony, 
was of such a nature as to render his living 
with her insupportable. 

On the Ist of May, 1871, Mr. Hunt married 
again in New Orleans, and in the’ following 
July this divorced wife, who by the advice of 
counsel in New York had not appeared in the 
New Orleans suit, began an action in New 
York for divorce on the ground of his 
adultery. The case was tried in December, 
1873, before Judge Davis, who held the New 
Orleans divorce to be valid,and gave judgment 
in favor of Mr. Hunt. An appeal was finally 
heard inthe Supreme Court before Judges 
Brady, Daniels and Barrett, Judge John K. 
Porter arguing the case for Mrs. Hunt and 
Edwin W. Stoughton for Mr. Hunt. The 
question here turned upon whether Mrs.Hunt 
had been technically represented in her ab- 
sence by the curator ad hoc appointed for her 
under the law of Louisiana, and the Judges 
agreed that they could not disturb the law of 
Louisiana in that parish, and that notwith- 
standing Mrs. Hunt never appeared or de- 
fended otherwise than by the curator ad hoc, 
such fact was binding on the New York 
court. This is reported in9 Hun’s Reports, 
p. 622. On appeal by Mrs. Hunt to the Court 
of Appeals ‘that court (reported in 72 New 
York Reports, p. 217) agreed with the court 
below on the technical question. Judge Fol- 
ger pronounced the opinion. Itis a curious 
coincidence that soon afterwards Judge Hunt 
should have decided, with other.Ju 'ges of the 
Court of Claims, against Judge Folger’s ciaim 
for extra compensution as Sub-Treasurcr,

dated May 6, 1880. The amount she had

Emily Clarke; £1,000 to Vivian Byam Lewes; 
an annuity for life of £40 to Mrs. Mary Dow- 
ling, her housekeeper; alife annuity of £100 
to Mrs. Charles Bray,of Coventry. Mr. and 
Mrs. Bray, of Coventry, were her earliest 
friends. The sum of £12,500 is set aside, the 
interest to be paid to Mrs. Eliza Lewes, widow 
of Herbert Arthur Lewes, one of the sons of 
G. H. Lewes. On her death or second mar- 
riage the — is to be divided between 
her son, George Henry Lewes, and Marian 
Lewes. The residue of George Eliot’s prop- 
erty is to go absolutely to Charles Lee Lewes, 
eldest son of the late G. H. Lewes, whois 
likewise sole executor. Mr. John Walter 
Cross is engaged in collecting materials for 
George Eliot’s biography. 

I have observed a paragraph in American 
papers to theeffect that Mrs. Lewes, wife 
of the late G. H. Lewes, is insane. 
I am _ acquainted with personal friends 
of that lady, and have heard much concern- 
ing her; but I never heard of her insanity, 
and am convinced that this is a mistake. She 
resides at Notting Hill with her daughter, 
who has at various times been a governess. 


A Strange Story of Sickness.

Mr. Hartz,the well-known magician, has 
recently recovered from a sickness which was 
certainly mueh more marvelous than any- 
thing he ever exhibited on the stage. He was 
bed-ridden and wholly helpless for more than 
three years. He was so weak that he could 
not lift a cup of 4. with beth hands, and so 
nearly blind that he could only open his eves 
for aninstant.

On last Saturday evening Chief McDonough 
forcibly ejected Mr. William Byars, a Globe- 
Democrat reporter, from his office.

Mr. Byars’ statement of the affair is as fol- 


lows: **I was in the office with a Republican 
reporter. Sergt. Chapman went into the Com- 
missioners’ room to speak toa gentleman. I 
wanted to wait to see if he had any news. The 
chief then came in and said, before he took 
off his coat, ‘Get out,’ and halfa second af- 
ter, and before I could get out, he said ‘Get 
out’ again, and struck me a blow in the breast 
with all the force he could. I said, ‘Chief, 
thisis pretty hard to take, even from an old 
man.’ He began tostrip off his coat, and said. 
‘I am young enough for you.’ He had no 
provocation in the world. 

Chief McDonough’s account is far differ- 
ent. **You know,’ saidthe chief, ‘‘I have no 
disposition to quarrel with the gentlemen of 
the press about the building. With this man 
we have the greatest trouble. The detectives 
are continually complaining that when they 
speak he is poor es en the Board 
asked me to enforce the rule, not allowing 
any oneto remain in the office without busi- 
ness, I remonstrated, but when the rule 
‘was ordered I had to enforee it.

Startling Facts and Figures for St. 
Louis Freeholders. 


A reporter of this paper met Ex-Senator 
Henderson and asked his views in reference 
to the ordinance néw pending authorizing a 
contract between the city and the St. Louis 
Gaslight Company. 

Reporter—Have. you examined the ordi- 
nance now pending before the City Council 
authorizing a new contract with the Gas com- 


pany? 
Mr. H.—I have seen and read the ordi- 


nance, but not with an especial view of pass- 
ing on its merits. 

Reporter—What do you think of the policy 
of making any coatract with the Gas Com- 
pany whatever? 

Mr. H.—If any contractis made with the 
Gas Company it should be confined to two 
subjects: that of paying what the Company 
now claims thecity owes it, and that of re- 
ducing the exorbitant prices now paid by the 
public and private consumers, 

Rep.—DVoyon think the present prices of 
gas too high? 

Mr. H.—If such were not the case the stock 


ofthe company would not be worth near 
three dollars to every dollar invested. The 
stock of the company is $600,000, and thelevi- 
dence recentlv taken in the litigation between 
the city and the company disclosed the fact 
that during a period of six years, from 1870 
to 1876, the net profits of the company. ex- 
ceeded two million dollars. This shows 
a net profit of 55 oP cent per annum. 
It was mf opinion and I still entertain it that 
the legislature when incorporating the com- 
pany provided the means by which the peo- 
ple of the city might relieve themselves of 
this monopoly at the end of ing twenty- 
five years from its organization.. No corpora- 
tions in this country have yielded greater 
rofits to their owners than gas companies. 
e truth is that in jarge cities, compactly 
built, gas can ove profitably sup- 
lied at from 75 cents to $1 25 per 1,000 feet. 
st. Louis was a mere village 
when this company was incorporated in 1837. 
Extraordinary privileges were consequently 
granted to thecompany. Such tranchiene in 
a populous city would have been an intolera- 
ble monopoly even then, and this must have 
been known to the legislature creating the 
company. Hence ample provision was made 
enabling the town after twenty yeaxs from Ist 
day of January, 1840, to appoint joint arbi- 
trators, upon whose assessment the property 
might be purchased by the city. It was 
further provided if the city declined 
to purchase in the year 1860, it 
might purchase in 1865; and the several acts 
specially provided that the franchises of the 
company should be limitea to twenty-five 
years.. There was but one single condition 
upon which the corporate existence of the 
company could be continued beyond twenty- 
five years, and that condition is in the follow- 
ing words: “But should said city not resolve 
to purchase at either of the times as provided 
herein, then this act shall bein full foree for 
an additional term of twenty-five years 
from and after this last date 
mentioned for such sale, and 
purchase.” The city did resolve to pur- 
chase within the time limited by law. This 
action terminated the corporate existence of 
the compa@y. Ithad three years thereafter to 
sell its property and wind up its business, 
anditis now exercising the franchises and 
functions of a corporation by stfferance and 
without legislative sanction. It is now liying, 
and its existence is based __ solely 
upon the authority of contracts 
improvidently made by the city, and which 
the gas company has never failed to violate 
when itssinterest prompted it it so to do. 

Rep.—Then you are opposed to any con- 
tract admitting the corporate existence of the 
company ?; 

Mr. H.—Lightina city, in my judgment, 
should be furnished by the corporate authori- 
ties, and at rates not exceeding the actual 
cost of sypply. If new processes 
of illumination should’ be _ discoy- 
cred, the city should be at all times 
ready to adopt and utilize them. Those new 
eo are already discovered and will soon 

e applied. Why then should the city mana- 
cle its own discretion and place competition 
beyond its reach? 

Rep.—What previous contracts do you refer 


Mr. H.—The first contract was made in 
1841. Itsubjected the company to penalties 
from which it procured a release by securing 
the contract of 1846. his con- 
tract’ pressed upon the city by 
the companv was the beginning of the city’s 
woes. The City Council was induced to re- 
linquish its right-of purchase in 1840, and in 
consideration thereof the company guaran- 
teed to the city the privilege of purchasing in 


to 


1870 and every five years thereafter, in the | 


discretion of the city. In 1860 -the eity be- 
coming doubtful of the company’s good faith, 
resolved to purchase as it was anthorized to 
do under the law. The gas company refused 
to. ._ sell. because of the — contract 
of 1S46. The gas company 
sheltered itself against the operation of the 
law, and held up the contract which gave the 
city the right to purchase in 1870. The city 
postponed its right of purchase, and relying 
upon the contract of the company proceede 
under its laws in 1869 to purchase the gas 
works, and notified the company of its de- 
sire. Whereupon the company repudiated 
the obligations of its contract, and claimed 
that the right of the city to. purchase 
had expired on the first day of January, 1865. 

It is upon this act of Punic faith that the 
company now bases its right to corporate exist- 
ence up to January], 1 

**In 1860 the company set up the contract of 
1846 to prevent the city’s purchasing its prop- 
erty under the terms of the charter. In 1870, 
the sompe ny refused to sell and perpetuated its 
charter for twenty-five years by declaring that 
the same contract WAS 
void. Still the City Council con- 
tinued to contract with this company. 
It made another contract in 1873, under the 
terms by whichthe monopoly is now reaping 
its enormous profits atthe expense of the 
people. °

pending before the City Council is intended to 
remedy the wrongs perpetrated on the city by 
pie contracts. Do you thinkthisis the 
case 

Mr. H.—If the ordinance now pending be 
passed and a contract is made in accordance. 
therewith it is my opinion that the gas com- 
any will, in twenty days, water 
ts stock to the extent of a five-million com- 
pony, ane this watered stock will sell. at par. 
tis further my opinion that this company 
will be able to pay regular dividends upon 
this stock from ten to twenty-five per cent. 
The proposition to pay to the city the paltry 
sum of two per cent of its earnings in consid- 
eration of the permission to levy and collect 
for itself not jess than fifty 
cent more is one quite  discreditable 
to the. intelligence of | the ople. 
The proposition to pocket annually $8000 
as a dividend on $600,000, andthen to con- 
template a profiton this to be divided be- 
tween the city and-the company, is in my 
judemens an unwarranted assumption of the 
rutal ignorance of the tax payers of this 
nef It ie a reHance upon forbearance that 
Will neither be accorded to the company nor 
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to unfaithful officials who may contemplate 
this betrayal) of the people’s rights. 
“Rep.—Is it your opinion that any 
eoutract Jooking to the existence of the com-

Mr. H.—It is quite-useless for me to indi- 
eate my own opinion to the legality of their 
contracts. It is = tosay that all pre- 
vious contracts have been construed in favor 
of the cemnypeny.sn6 against the city. In giv- 
ing an opinion, therefore, on this subject I 
should trust but little to the usual course of 
adjndication as applied in other 
cases. Experience indicates that we. should 
confine ourselves to adjudications on_ this 
subject matter alone, forthey stand sui gen- 
eris. Itis opr intnly moet extraordinary that 
a company perp ting its existence for 
twenty-five years by an act of bad faith al- 
most universally condemned by the people of 
the city should now propose to the repre- 
sentatives of those people to add twenty years 
more to this wrongful term. If this 
be done ‘we shall have an _ instance 
“of jod@- corporation limite to 
twenty-five years charter 
perpetuating its existence for forty-five 
years more by contract. If this company has 
a corporate’ existence upto January 1890, I 
am willing that it enjoy its eres | during 
that period. Proceedings ought to be fnsti- 
tuted to inquire by. what warrant it exercises 
corporate privileges to-day, If the people 
fee] nointerest in this, let the company enjoy 
the fruits of its victories for nine years more, 
but I do beseech the representatives of the city 
that they will not be insensible to the univer- 
sal condemnation to be visited upon those 
to would add twenty years more of oppres- 
sion. 

It #8 now almost certain that electricity is to 
be the light of the future. Many inventors 
are now contesting the superiority of their 

rocesses, and many companies are orgaulz- 
ngto competefor the privileges of lighting 
cities. Shall the benefits of this competi- 
‘tion be thrown away? What has the 
St. Louis Gaslight Compan done 
for the city inthe part thatit shall have the 
extlusive privilege of eg page light wheth- 
er by gas or electricity? Why should the city 
enter in any contract with a company claim- 
ing only ten years of existence, which con- 
tract is to exist for thirty years? Upon what 
assumption is based this continuance of pow- 
er? Anew company may be organized, but 
when organized it is another company. If 
twenty companies are willing to organize 
it gives the people benefit of competition, and 
competition is what we want. The hope of 
improving the streets from this source is vain 
and illusory. Itisidle to suppose that the 
Gas Company will furnish means to improve 
streets unless those means are collected from 
the people. If the people are to furnish the 
means why not collect the taxes 
directly? The fund will be no larger 

y having passed through the 
hands of the Gas Company. If, however, the 
City Council are determined to create a fund 
from gas for street improvements, let them 
adopt the most effective means to thatend. 
Let them open up the benefits of the proposed 
contract to competition. The present com- 
pany admits its obligation to light the cit 
until 1890. Within that period companies will 
be organized for illuminating purposes ready 
and willing to pay $2,000,000 forthe extraor- 
dinary privileges proposed to be granted by 
the pending ordinance.
